This matter is before the Court on pimntifFs /?ro se complaint and applicatiomo proceed 
informapaupm,. Plaintiff is a federal inmate at FCl-Fort Dix, New Jersey. He alleges that the 
psychologists at the prison have relied on inaccumie diagnc^es affecting his parole eUgibility. He 
contends that the Parole Commission relied on this inaccurate information in denying him parole. 

Plaintiffs claims arise fiom alleged wrongdoing at the Fort Dix. New Jersey facility, 
where the individuals directly, implicated arc located. None of the claims arise from actions in 
this jurisdiction or involve individuals who reside in the District of Columbia. The Court 
therefore finds it in the interests of justice and judicial economy to transfer the case pwsuant to 
28 U.S.C. §U06(a) to an appropriate venue. See 28 U.S.C. § 1391(b) (undcrthe ein=amstances 
presented, venue lies where the defendants reside or where "a substantial part of the events or 
omissions giving rise to the claim occurred . . /')•
